Remembrance, Humiliation, and Prayer, that such part of the Nation as does 3 
believe in the over-ruling providence of God may be encouraged to utter and focus . 
its faith, and to nerve itself for a concerted effort to make God's Will prevail. | 
The suggestion, we might almost say the insistent demand, for such an appoint- . 
ment needs to be cleared from any possible misunderstandings. It does not imply 4 
that those with whom it originated, or any instructed” persons, lack courage in the 1 
face of national calamity or perplexity. Still less does it indicate, as one critic has 
suggested, that we are to pray because there is danger lest our sources of trade 
dry up and our hearth fires die down owing to the wilfulness of miners and mine- 
owners or because we cannot manage our own industrial affairs or solve our 
economic problems. Neither is there any desire to revive Erastianism. Perish Hi 
the day when religious freedom shall be subordinated to the secular power of the 4 
State. But this does not preclude the responsible heads of the Nation from if 
exercising, as circumstances may demand, an explicit acknowledgment of Almighty 
God, or their desire and willingness to appeal to a power not ourselves (we quote. 
from Canon Burroughs’ letter to The Times) for guidance and help through the 
medium of humble prayer and intercession. 


And such an example has both Scripture warrant and National precedent. 
Psalm cvii encourages Parliaments as well as people to observe the manifold providence 
of GOd they rebelled against the words of God, and contemned the counsel of the 
most High: therefore He brought down their heart with labour ; they ; ‘ell down and there . 
was none to help. Then they cried unto the Lord in their trouble, and He saved them out 
of their distresses. There is National precedent too for the appointment by authority 
of a day or days of National Prayer. As lately as during the reign of Queen Victoria, 
when by definite Royal command the Nation was summoned to Prayer on fixed dates, 
a spiritual lead was given, on more than one occasion, and while we admit the 
present times call for a variation of the method of observance of such ‘an occasion, 
we speak for a considerable section of the British people who entertain the conviction

The Transylvasian Alliaace.——Writing 
from Kolozsvar (Cluj), on May 2nd, the Secretary 
of the Transylvanian Alliance forwards 4 further 
message to the British Organisation of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance in which emphasis is laid upon 
the need for the closer co-operation in spiritual and 
social work of all who are members of the Body of 
Christ. A recent visit from Mr. Robert Wilder 
appears to have stirred our brethren in South 
Eastern Europe, and they ask not onfy for the 
fellowship of fellow-Christians in Western lands, 
but for visitation. The Council of the Alliance 
have approved a projected visit by the General 
Secretary in the early autumn, probably in Septem- 
ber, and Mr. Gooch will be glad to hear from those 
in any part who are able and willing to assist the 
undertaking. The recent visit to England of 
Mr. Phildius, and the fermation of a British Com- 
mittee (not officially associated with the Alliance) 
in connection with the proposed Bible School for 
South-Eastern Europe, is a factor of importance, 
and we ask special prayer that this new and vast 
field for missionary enterprise may be guided and 
prepared by God for the sowing of seed which in 
due time shall result in a harvest of souls. As in 


earlier days, there are many adversaries,” but 
our sufficiency is of God.” 


Maltas Future.—A new cra hes opened in 
Malta Ma 16th has been described in & daily | 
paper as the greatest day in the history of Malta,” 
bemg the date on which the new Constitution came 
into force. It was observed as a public holiday, and 
mmense crowds thronged the streets of Valletta. 
flags flying everywhere. The following Reuter 
telegram from Malta (which we extract from the 
Daily Telegraph) will enable our readers to appreciate 
the new chapter which has opened in the history of 
Malta

Malta, Saturday- Ibe Malta Constitution, 
Letters Patent, 4%, established a system of 
responsible self-government regarding all local 
affairs with the exception of Imperial property 
and interests such as the Navy, the Army, and the 
Air Force, buildings, coinage and currency, 
naturalization, immigration, submarine cables, 
territorial watersand harbours. The Government 
will consist of two Houses of Legislature, namely. 
the Senate, which will have seventeen members, 
— elected, and the 

tive Assembly, two members, for 
which purpose the existing — electoral districts 
will be maintained, seven in Malta and one in 
Gozo, each returning four members. All elections 
will be carried out under the proportional re- 
presentation scheme. The patents further pro- 
vide for the constitution of An Imperial Maltese 
Government,’ dealing with Imperial interests. 
The Legislature will be empowered to alter the 
Constitution except in reserved matters,’ namely, 
religious toleration and language. The latter 
question has been solved by the practical adoption 
of the status quo, whereby English will be the 
official language of the Colony, English and 
Italian on the same footing for laws, legislative 
assemblies, and education, and Italian the officia! 
language of the Courts, but those unacquainted 
therewith and knowing English may claim to use 
the latter. Maltese may be used in the Houses of 
theLegislature, but may be translated into English 
and Italian at the option of the orator. Maltese 
may also be used as a medium of instruction in 
the elementary schools. Principles, procedure, 
members’ privileges, etc., will follow English 
lines: The Constitution will come into operation 
within six months from the date of promulgation. 


" Before the proclamation Lord Plumer, in a 
speech, referred to a despatch from the Colonial 
Secretary, in which the Minister refers to the 

rather lengthy period which has elapsed since the 
decision to grant responsible government to 
Malta, and explaining in the most careful manner 
the modifications and alterations made in the 
first draft of the Letters Patent and the reasons 
for which the various proposals were submitted, 
accepted, or rejected. The despatch concludes 
by expressing in clear and eloquent terms the 
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views and intentions of his Majesty's (overn- 
ment and their confidence that the duties and 
responsibilities devolving upon the people of 
Malta will be received and carried out in a manner 
worthy of the history and traditions of their race 
\\ The concluding portion of the despatch is 4 
fitting complement to the Letters Patent. To- 
gether they form a charter according the Maltese 
all right of speech, and privileges of a free, in- 
dependent people, and simultaneously assigning 
them a place in the Commonwealth of Nations 
constituting the British Empire. The Governor 
said he considered himself fortunate to hold his 
present office at this important juncture, and 
declared he had no doubt whatever that the step 
taken would not only further the welfare of the 
Maltese people but contribute to the closer con- 
solidation of the British Empire Reuter. 


The reference to the religious question is of the 
Kreatest importance, and is receiving the close 
attention of the Council of the World's Evangelical 
Alliance. If the report is correct that the new 
Malta Legislature has no power to alter the Con- 
stitution in its provisions concerning religion and 
language, the Alliance may be congratulated upon 
the results of its representations and vigilance 
concerning the future of Religious Liberty on the 
Island. We wish well to the Maltese, and desire 
to be fair towards the Roman Catholic religion 
with which the hi of Malta is so closely 
associated. The Roman Catholic appropriation, 
however, of the Apostle Paul and his missionary 
visit to the Island, or the religion of Malta 
established detrimental to liberty of conscience 
for all classes and creeds on the Island, cannot be 
tolerated. There are earnest Evangelicals amongst 
the Maltese, and these, and others who desire 
to read for themselves the Word of God, and to 
worship Him according to their conscience, must 
be protected from interference or tion. 
Happily, this appears to be the view of His Majesty's 
Government. 4 despatch which accompanied 
the Letters Patent granting the new Constitution 
suggesting that the first Malta Legislature should 
declare that the Roman Catholic religion is the 
religion of Malta, requires attention, which it is 
receiving, and will probably be the subject of 
questions in the House of Commons. 


In the méantime we have nothing but good news 
from our agents on the Island. Mr. Falzon has 
taken up his new house, which commands < fine 
position and is eminently suited to mission head- 
quarters. The Council have made a special grant 
towards the furnishing of the premises, and further 
grants both to Mr. Falzon and Mr. Maggi in view 
of the increased cost of living and the development 
f their missionary work. Recent letters from the 
Island speak of real encouragement resulting from 
the visit of the General Secretary, timed at the 
right moment, and undoubtedly guided by God in 
answer to prayer.

An Appeal trom Henry House 
of Salonica has written to the Council requesting 
the aid of the Evangelical Alliance on behalf of the 
Evangelicals of Macedonian Serbia. It appears 
that at the date of writing an official order had been 
issued that all Bibles, portions of the Scriptures, 
religious books, including hymn-books and all other 
books in the Bulgarian language, were to be given 
up to the Servian authorities, failing which their 
possessors would be subjected to fine. The matter 
is receiving attention. It is no doubt an echo of the 
racial jealousies which are so emphasised in parts 
of Eastern Europe We pathise with our 
Serbian brethren in their difficulties and would be 
sorry if any of them were deprived of the privilege 
to worship God in their own tongue. 


Religious Liberty in Rores In our issue 
of November-December, 1920, we made special 
reference to the long-continued investigations and 
representations of the Alliance concerning the 
alleged persecution and ill-treatment of Chyrches 
and Christians in Korea. We advised caution in 
judging the situation from political propaganda 
and alarmist reports, advice based upon reliable 
information from various sources. As our remarks 
were subjected to some criticism, we made further 
and special inquiries, and are now able to quote from 
a letter, dated April rth, 1921, received from 
Korea. We sympathise deeply with Korean

and he asserts that the Christians as a whole get 
very much more of the bad treatment than the 
breathens do, though all are equally guilty or 
innocent It may be correct to say that flog 
gings as a punishment have been abolished,” 
but they are still used to the same extent as 
before in the examination of the accused so as to 
extort confession. Prisoners are now being 
hung up by their thumbs with their arms twisted 
behind their backs, water is poured up their 
noses until they are on the point of drowning, 
their feet and their private parts are crucily 
burnt (a very common torture) and they are 
often cruelly beaten. But none of this is for 
‘ punishment’ but in order to extort confession, 
but it is torture all the same. It generally 
happens that the Christian leaders, pastors, 
elders and teachers, feel the brunt of these 
examinations, seeing that they are often the only 
prominent people in the villages. The police 
are obliged to take them if they take anybody, 
and so it looks like a persecution of the Christians. 
It cannot be proved that the government is 
anti-Christian in their arrests, but generally 
there is a larger proportion of Christian than 
heathen among their prisoners, for the simple 


reason that the leading village people are so 


often Christian. 


Since the above note was written the Council have 
received from the Government-General of Chosen 
a full and sympathetic reply to their letter on the 
subject of Religious Liberty in Korea addressed to 
H.E. Baron Saito, Governor-General of Chosen.

The Anglican Church was in existence long 
before the Roman Charch threw its network of 
corruption over it, and it has never ceased to 
exist during that period or since that network 
was torn into shreds and the Church of England 
left once more free and clear of the errors which 
had been for a time imposed upon it. 

Are homes to be wrecked and women scanda- 
lised and children bastardised by the unwarranted 
and inhuman assumptions of a designing priest- 
hood? I warn people not to be tricked into a 
step which may bring them within the meshes of 
the law and render them helpless in asserting 
their rights. Let it be distinctly understood that 
mixed marriages, however undesirable they may 
be, are perfectly legal, and no one, man or woman, 
should be deluded into the scheme of signing 
away the rights of their children yet unborn and 
im perilling their souls by the subterfuges now so 
often attempted. I haveoften thought that in this 
new country it would be well if we could be free 
from the organisations which arose in the old 
world, and marked the bitter struggles of another 
period. But circumstances that have recently 
occurréd point in another direction, and it will be 
necessary to meet organised aggression with 
organised opposition in some form or another.”

We, the undersigned, on behalf of the World's 1 (British Organisation), 


reports concerning the military rule to

1. That full religious liberty in the worship and service of God according to the 
individual conscience for all classes and creeds, without discrimination, as guaranteed 
by the Constitution of the Empire of Japan, be made effective. 


2. That restrictions upon the teachings of the Bible and upon religious exercises 
in the curriculum of Christian Schools be removed, where they exist, together with 
restrictions upon the use of the Korean language | 


3. That, if censorship of Christian books and literature be deemed necessary 
and cannot be abolished, it be entrusted to a select body of Christian Missionaries. 
Also that Colporteurs, Korean or of other races, employed by approved Churches or 
Societies, be not hindered by local officials; any case of indiscretion on the part of an 
individual Colporteur being t to the notice of the Church or Society concerned. 


The World's Evangelical Alliance enjoys freedom from politica! interests or motives, but 
we mame, Fees Excellency will permit us to commend to. your clemency Christians now 
imprisoned. 

In conclusion, we would respectfully ask leave to mention our thankfulness for and deep 
appreciation of the proclamation of Your Excellency regarding Your 's intentions

For as long as we leave in being 
a God and His Providence, with all the necessary 
consequences which curious and inquisitive men 
will be apt to draw from such premises, we do not 
strike at the root of the evil, although we should 
ever so effectually annihilate the present scheme of

m the hands of the clergy, which might be converted 
mto playhouses, market houses, exchanges, common 
dormitories and other public edifices’ This 
satirical passage, written in the early eighteenth 
century, has been realised to a large extent in the 
twentieth, and if the process continue it will be 
fulfilled to a much greater extent in the lifetime 
of many of our readers. How is the evil to be 
stopped ? In existing circumstances there is only 


one tribunal that can doit That tribunal is public . 


opinion, which has changed considerably since the 
war on the question of public observance of the 
Lords Day. We can only change the prevalent 
view by example and by proof that our observance 
of Sunday brings with it 4 pureness of joy and a 
sweetening of character that are evident to the 
entire circle of our friends and acquaintances.

The Growth One proof of the weak hold that 
of spiritual Christianity has on the people 
Reomaniem. who call themselves Christian is the 
quiet and steady development of 

Romanism in English political and social hie. 
Almost without a murmur of protest from the 
public the Envoy to the Vatican has been made 
permanent. This step has been taken because the 
Pope has millions of subjects resident in the 
British Empire and is deeply concerned in their well- 
being. No other religious body claims a represen- 
tative at its Headquarters, and this fact in itself 
proves that Romanism has a political as well as a 
religious aspect. Its Curia is its foreign office, 
working not so much for the spiritual well-being 
of Roman Catholics as for the grip of the Roman 
Church on the political states in which they live. 
The close connection between Romanism and 
political scheming is seen in the Vatican decrees 
and the History of the Order of Jesus. There is 


nothing more calculated to upset the ordered liberty 


of the British Empice than the directed action of 
a religious body that is Working for the attainment 
of its own ends at the expense of the States where 
its subjects dwell. England has found Rome to be 
her enemy in the past.

It takes advantage of the 
unjust depreciation of the Reformation by some of 
the sons of the Reformation, and declares itself to 
be the old religion which is alone true. It cloaks 
its intolerance under fair words and deceives even 
the elect. It is for us who study our Bibles and 
are children of the light to take heed lest we too 
be led astray by compounding with error because 
it is merely picturesque, and by forgetting that we 
are sharers of an inheritance that has come down 
to us from our Lord and His Apostles. 


Ireland. Our Irish brethren in the South and 
West have our deepest sympathy in 

the trials through which they pass. We know that 
they decrease in numbers as they find the conditions 
in which they live intolerable. They are loyal to the 
Truth they profess and are stayed by their trust in 
God during days of heart-breaking strain that test 
their spirits.

Ulster inherits 
the traditions of freedom that marks the history of 
England, and its vigorous Protestantism may be 
reed upon to assert itself in the face of all criteciem 
to the contrary. Ulster has at all times during 
recent years proved that the Churches of the 
Reformation are able to work together, and we look 
forward with pleasurable expectation to seeing the 
brotherhood of Christians in that province streng 
thened by the growth of local institutions that 
will have behind them the strong desire to 40 
justly, love mercy and to walk humbly with God.” 


What is We have an affectionate regard for 
Cathelicity. Dr. Eugene Stock, who has been one 
of the most earnest and effective of 

missionary advocates. In his old age he has many 
friends and no enemies. We were rather surprised 
to find a letter from his pen in which he wrote: 11 
the re-union of all the non-Roman Churches on a 
Catholic basis could be achieved, not in a bostile 
spirit such as you could brand as Pan Protestagti«m, 
but on the truly Catholic basis of the one episcopate 
and much local or group freedom, so that there 
remained a Christendom comprising two great 
independent bodies, would not the large-minded 
Christian spirit of the best men on both sides 
burst forth in the question: Need we stand apart, 
must we be rivals instead of allies?" Is Pan 
Protestantism an evil thing—the witness of all for 
the truth and against error, and is Catholicity 
dependent on the one Episcopate, with a theory 
behind it such as Rome could accept? We do not 
think that Dr. Stock in his comprehensible large- 
mindedness to kill opposition has grasped what the 
inferences of his contention involve. He has all 
his life stood for Gospel freedom and Evangelical 
Truth. These do not involve what is known as the 
Catholic basis of the one Episcopate. Catholicity 
is narrowed in meaning not expounded in it* 
fulness by such a basis. The New Testament is a 
stranger to the meaning read into the Episcopate 
by those who prociain it to be of Catholic import. 
The Catholicity of the Gospel is entirely free from 
the spirit that sets up Episcopacy as the exclusive 
covenanted channel of ministerial grace, whether 
in the new Anglican sense or the Roman sense. 
Pan Protestantism may be an ugly word—but it 
may also express a Christian meaning that must be 
asserted in these davs when great historic words 
are misused to conceal values that are false to

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World Mission Notes. 


Werld Ir it were not that there is so much 
Unrest. unrest at home, the newspapers would 
be full of tidings of unrest abroad 
Wherever we turn we find social upheavals in 
progress. On the Continent there are few lands 
that cannot be said to be on the verge of revolu- 
tion In Asa, India in one direction, and China 
in another, are undergoing revolutionary processes 
that make life full of anxiety-—if full of interest 
Africa, from Egypt to Cape Colony, is facing 
problems due to discontents that are a sore trouble 
to statesmen, and the American continent is also 
m the throes of a change At such a time the 
Missionary movement may cither be a great help 
to better things or a barrier against true progress 
It may also prove an accelerator on the downward 
path, if by exaggeration it leads men to believe 
that because they are free in Christ, they are free 
to oppose the normal working of the laws of the 
land in which they live. The distinction between 
freedom and licence must be drawn in the 
Field as well as at home. ye 


“ National This phrase, hike “ seif-determina- 
Self Cen. tion, contains a lot of dynamite in it. 
sciousness.” Used by one set of men, it leads to the 
development of character— by another 
to anarchic methods to attain political ends. Many 
of those who feel most strongly the inspiration of 
national ideals owe their education to Missionary 
effort. Are they to be controlled as far as possible 
by their old teachers, or will they become so in 
dependent that they will look down on the Mission- 
aries who taught them Instances of both these 
types are known to Missionaries. On the whole 
experience that the less a Missionary has 
to do with the politics of the land in which his work 
is placed, the better for the spread of the Kingdom 
of God. It is comparatively easy to win popularity 
by taking steps in support of an agitation that has 
behind it native converts, but by so doing the 
Missionary uses for a secular end influence that 
has been given him by God for higher purposes. 
When equally devoted Christian men differ alto- 
gether on a matter called political. we may be 
sure that it is not wise for the Church as a Church 
to throw its weight on one side or the other. 


China and In the past the Roman Church lost 
Politics. spiritual influence in China on account 
of the claims of its Missionaries to be 

- listened to in political matters. To-day the danger 
has to be faced and overcome by Christian leaders. 
No one exactly knows where the writ of any 
Government in China runs, and the influence of 
Missionaries over their converts, who in some cases 
hold high office, is great. In the confusion of life, 
Christian teachers are apt to give the impression 
that Christianity is a kind of patent cure for national 
evils. Instead of the healing of the Cross we have 
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the relief offered by some social goapel that falls in 
with the ideals of the man who teaches. Thi« 
diversion from direct Missionary work to patriotic 
service is very casily effected, and we need especially 
at this time men who will preach Christ faithfully 
as the Redeemer. Unrest has its remedy in Christ, 
but unrest gives occasion for the proclamation of a 
message that is not Christian. On the whole the 
Chinese Church has avonled falling into the pitfalls 
that lie before its members. 


Africa We have been rudely reminded that 
and emrest. in Africa there are movements, half 
Christian, half political, that are 
fraught with very great danger The death of 
many scores of fanatics who believed themselves to 
be Christians with a definite mission is a proof of 
the risks that are being run through imperfect 
education. The African wishes to leap from a 
savage condition to one of full representative re- 
sponsibility at one jump. He cannot do this, but 
must be educated slowly, and great wisdom i« 
required to curb his restlessness and to divert it to 
channels that will be beneficial to his people 
Africa has suffered terribly through diseases due to 
“ civilisation,” and it is suffering to-day from 
imperfect comprehension of the Gospel. During 
the time of transition from the beginning of twilight 
to the light of day, workers for God have in Africa, 
as elsewhere, the duty of teaching the people that 
they are bound first to serve God and follow His 
Son, and to abstain themselves altogether from 
taking any leadership in native political movements. 
They must see that justice is done to thema very 
different matter from directing their political 
dreams. 


The Cure We acknowledge that it is very hard 

fer enrest. for those who have educated the 
natives in the Christian faith to stand 

outside their political associations. They naturally 
believe that they can influence them for good, and 
are alive to the participation of non-Christians in 
these movements. But the indirect influence of 
the Missionary is more effective than direct guidance. 
It is hard for men who remain Indians, Chinese, 
or Africans to stand apart from the effort to secure 
political ends they favour, and many are convinced 
that they are strong enough to guide to better ends 
than those set before their countrymen by non- 
Christians. A large experience of the problem has 
led the wisest Missionaries to abstain from any 
participation in the movements that spring from 
unrest, and to devote themselves altogether to the 
sacred work entrusted to them. By so doing they 
lead men to recognise that in Christ the remedy 
for evil is to be found, and help to build up 
characters that will abstain from wrong that is so 
easily perpetrated by those who are not Christians

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AN INDIAN CHRISTIAN LEADER. 


THE SADHU: A STUDY IN MYSTICISM AND 
PRACTICALRELIGION. ByB H.Sreeeree 
and A. J. Arrasamy. London: Macmillans. 


Is this volume merely a psychological study of 
a very interesting type or is it the sympathetic record 
of the life and thought of one who has devoted 
himeelf ~wholeheartedly to the service of God? 
Whatever else it may be it certainly is not a coldly 
scientific work, intent on tracing emotions to their 
physical source, and more anxious to classify than to 
discover ultimate causes. Canon Streeter and his 
Indian friend are deeply impressed by the sincerity, 
devotion and consecration of the Sadhu. We find 
in their pages that note of genuine sympathy which 
makes those who have met and heard the Sadhe 
recognise the writers as among the brotherhood of 
Christ lovers. This is all important, for only 
by the spiritual can the spiritual be discerned, 
In spite of much that is written to the contrary, the 
man whose vision is bounded by the material is 
no true judge of the character of the hearts of men 
moved by great spiritual aspirations 

The Sadhu is a mystic, but he is more than a 
mystic. He has direct knowledge of God, not for 
his own delectation and examination, but in order 
that he may ſead others to the truth he knows 
himself. “If we can give ourselves to Him, then He 
can work through us. If we put ourselves in His 
hands, then He can use us. Through those who 
are men of prayer, He can do great things.” A 
practical mystic may seem a contradiction in terms, 
but it is not, and many of the greatest of seers were 
the noblest of doers. In that company of Sadhu 
stands—reminding us of the line of spiritual leaders 


‘from the time of Paul to the present day. Have 


you any advice to give about the training of 
theological students? There should be more 
practical work. The professors themselves should 
go about the country for two or three months with 
their students to preach the Gospel. Wherever 
we open this fascinating record we find the closest 
union between prayer and work, meditation and 
activity. 

For our part we are even more interested in his 
work and public utterance than in the efforts to make 
coherent for thought what can only be grasped by 
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experience. The highest genius is not able to dissect 
the different phases of intercourse with God. 
Mysticiem in the last resort is the union of the 
Divine and human personalities, and in one sense we 
are all mystics when we are in communion with the 
Father through the Son. What helps the Sadhu 
may not help others, and what aids some has no 
appeal to him. He tells us that perhaps I do not 
get much help from the Crucifix, but I think it may 
be useful to children, to beginners and to people 
engaged all the time in worldly business.” Note 
the limitations, and it will be seen that there ts 
even a stronger’objection on his mind against the 
use of the Crucifix than against written prayers. 
“Prayers by St. Chrysostom and others are beautiful. 
but they become mechanical in the course of time 
His whole outlook may be understood by his teaching 
on the Sacrament of the Death of Christ. “I do 
not believe that the bread and wine are actually 
transformed into the body and blood of Christ, 
but their effect on the believer is as if they were. 
There was nothing in the brazen serpent that Moses 
lifted up in the wilderness, but it was the obedience 
of the pe ple that healed them. So it is with the 
Sacrament. By themselves, the bread and wine 
are nothing, but the obedience to the commandment 
and the believer's attitude towards them make all 

This insistence on personal faith—living trust in 
the Living Christ is the central point of all the 
teaching of the Sadhu, and the marvellous ex- 
periences in his life can all be explained by his 
close union with his Saviour. “We must follow 
Christ with our eyes steadily fixed on Him, but with 
‘both our ears closed. For on the one side we may 
hear flattering remarks that might make us proud 
on the other side we may hear criticism or slander 
which might make us despond This is as truly 
said as it is shrewdly taught, and as we read page 
by page and pondered on the deeds and words of 
this femarkable man, we realised that Christ has 
done for this Eastern what He is ready and willing 
to do for us, if we yield ourselvés to Him. The 
whole book is not only an account of a man of God 
—it is a searching appeal to the reader to know 
Him who has made the Sadhu what he is. We
